LOS ANGELES # — Western 
chambers of commerce asked the 
RFC today fora 90-day delay in 
Henry Kaiser's $30-a-ton boost in 
average steel prices from his Fon- 
tana mill. 

Kenneth T. Norris, chairman of 
tha steel committee of the West- 
ern State Council, said: 

“We are entitled to know the 
facts behind this imerease. We 
want to know if terms and condi- 
tions of the RFC loan warrant an 
action of this kind.” 

The RFC financed construction | 
of the Fontana mill, and Kaiser 
announced recently that the boost 
was necessary to enable him to re- 
duce the loan substantially in a 
seller’s market. The increase, ef- 
fective Aug. 15, would raise the 
F.0.B. price on steel plates from 
$86 to $116. 

The council said Kaiser offi- 
cials have rejected a direct ap- 
peal for a 90-day fact-finding pe- 
riod. 

A press announcement from the 
council said the decision to go to | 
the RFC came “following a con- 
ference of steel consumers repre- 
senting a large portion of Kai- 
ser’s customers.”

MOSCOW #-—The envoys of 
the United States, Britain and 
conferred with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov almost! - 
three hours today.

The final clincher, however. is the fact that the state of 
California has been casting disapproving looks at the old 
plant for some time now and only recently made no secret 


of its displeasure. 


State sanitary officials flatly told cities 


of Upland and Ontario that they could not tolerate the 


present 


plant very much longer because 


it could no 


longer be considered safe to the health of the community. 
The condition of the Ontario-Upland sewage disposal 


plant is not a very happy one. 


For much of the refuse 


-which should be disposed of is running over and al- 
though manageable now could well jeopardize the health 


and welfare of the two cities in the very near future. 


No 


city officials could idly stand by and watch this condi- 


tion exist. 


Ontario had hopes of being able to remodel the pres- 
ent plant but an investigation by City Manager Harold 
Martin disclosed some very interesting facts. Not only 
would repair of the present facilities cost in proportion 
nearly as much as building an entirely new one but it 
would never be completely adequate, particularly since 
the population of both Upland and Ontario seemed des- 


tined to grow indefinitely. 


So, it was because there was no other course pos- 


} sible that the city officials of both -Ontario and Upland 


agreed to the construction pf a new, modern sewage 


plant. 


It was just one of those quirks of fate that the 


old plant should have reached the point where it needed 
immediate major repairs and that the population of the 
two communities was at the stage where something had to 
be done and done quickly. Also. with the plant in such 
. condition that it could no longer pass state requirements. 
there was nothing more left to do but to grab the bull by 
the horns, as it were, and build a new one.
